And  Mr.  Coolidge  having  been  conducted  to  the  chair  by 
Messrs.  Bhodes  and  Monroe,  signified  his  acceptance  of  the 
office,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties.

.    I  return  herewith  without  my  approval,  the  bill  entitled  JJjJJ? li, 
^^  An  Act  to  authorize  William  H.  Swift  and  Lemuel  M.  Brock 
to  construct  a  wharf  in  Nahant." 

The  parties  to  whom  the  grant  is  made  are  not  residents 
of  Nahant,  and  own  no  property  there.  They  leased  about 
an  acre  of  land  at  Bass  Point,  but  the  lessors  had  no  knowl- 
edge of  their  intention  to  construct  a  wharf,  and  when  the 
application  for  a  license  was  made  to  the  legislature  they 
«trenuously  opposed  the  grant.  The  people  of  the  town  by 
a  very  large  majority  instructed  the  selectmen  to  protest 
against  the  application,  and  every  householder  is  opposed  to  it, 
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There  seems  to  be  do  public  demand  for  any  snch  struc- 
ture, and  the  proposed  landing  is  not  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  of  Nahant  and  is  not  asked  for  by  them.  No  road 
nor  public  street  leads  to  the  piece  of  land  in  question  and 
none  is  demanded  by  the  public  convenience. 

In  a  single  instance  only,  has  the  State  made  a  grant  of 
this  character  to  parties  holding  an  estate  by  lease,  and  then 
there  was  no  protest  from  owners  of  the  soil. 

It  would  seem  to  be  an  unwise  precedent  to  give  to  lessees 
of  small  pieces  of  territory  bordering  on  the  ocean  licenses 
for  the  construction  of  wharves  agaiust  the  protest  of  the 
owner  in  fee  and  the  inhabitants  in  the  neighborhood.  A 
grant  of  this  kind  should  be  for  the  public  good,  or,  at  least, 
not  to  the  detriment  of  the  neighbors  of  the  grantees. 

For  these  reasons,  I  have  withheld  my  assent  to  the  bill, 
and  return  it  to  the  branch  in  which  it  originated,  for  recon- 
sideration.

now  arraigned  at  the  bar  of  the  Senate,  the  following  ques- 
tions, to  wit : — 

Are  you  ready  and  willing  to  answer  before  the  joint

Second.  Have  you  ever  paid  any  money  to  any  state  con- 
stable, and  do  you  know  of  any  corrupt  practice  or  improper 
conduct  of  the  state  police  ?

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The  President  resuming  the  chair,  replied  as  follows : — 
Pwddent.        Senatobs  : — ^I  Can  flay  with  all  sincerity  that  my  heart  is 
full,  touched  by  the  tender  words  of  the  resolution,  and  the 
still  kinder  and  warmer  words  of  endorsement  that  have 
come  with  it. 

It  has  been  my  rare  good  fortune  to  have  been  called  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Senate,  for  two  successive  years, 
to  preside  over  its  deliberations. 

Such  a  vote  demanded  of  me  the  exercise  of  every  power 
I  was  able  to  give  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

I  set  my  standard  high  and  have  striven  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  to  reach  it. 

If  I  have  deserved  one-half  of  the  kind  words  coming  to 
me  here  in  this  chamber  to-day,  from  all  parts  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, I  shall  feel  indeed  that  I  have  not  wholly  failed. 

There  is  no  position  of  greater  pleasure  in  the  gift  of  the 
people  or  their  representatives  than  that  of  the  President  of 
the  Senate  of  Massachusetts, — to  the  honor  of  the  state  be 
it  said,  that  loyalty  to  its  presiding  officer  is  common  always 
in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 

I  expected  that,  simply  from  the  fact  that  I  held  the  office, 
I  have  received  so  much  more,  that  I  feel  deeply  grateful, 
deeply  thankful. 

During  the  last  session  and  this,  I  have  received  nothing 
but  words  of  kindness,  of  courtesy,  of  confidence,  of  affec- 
tion from  those  over  whom  I  have  presided. 

Whatever  may  be  my  fate  in  after-life,  be  assured  of  this, 
that  I  shall  look  back  upon  two  very  happy  winters  that  I 
have  sat  in  this  chair. 

Senators,  our  labors  have  nearly  concluded  ;  the  record  of 
the  year  is  made  up ;  and  as  we  look  back  upon  it  in  after- 
life, I  am  sure  it  will  be  with  satisfaction. 

K  we  have  not  done  all  that  we  ought  to  have  done,  we 
certainly  have  left  undone  many  things  that  we  ought  not  to 
have  done. 

And  as  the  statutes  this  year  are  made  up,  on  looking  over 
them,  I  think  we  shall  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  good 
work  has  been  well  done,  and  that  we  may  congratulate  our- 
selves and  our  constituents  that  it  has  not  only  been  well 
done,  but  done  promptly  and  faithfully. 

I  intended,  on  taking  the  chair  at  the  beginning  of  the 
session,  to  point  out  some  ways  in  which  the  session  might 
be  shortened,  and  I  urged  upon  senators  then,  and  especially 
upon  the  chairmen  of  the  joint  committees,  the  great  duty 
which  laid  upon  them  to  expedite  business.    It  gives  me  the 
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most  sincere  pleasure  to  say  that  I  believe  the  senators,  as  Preridtnt. 
chairmen  of  the  committees,  have  fully  and  faithfully  ful- 
filled their  duties. 

In  an  experience  of  six  years  in  the  Legislature  of  Massa^ 
chusetts,  I  have  never  known  one  when  the  duties  of  the 
committees  have  been  more  eflSciently  or  promptly  performed 
than  in  the  Legislature  of  1871.  It  is  for  our  constituents 
to  say  whether  we  have  done  well  or  ill. 

If  we  hav9  tried,  as  I  believe  we  have,  to  do  the  best  we 
could,  we  have  done  our  duty.  They  must  judge  as  they  see 
fit. 

And  now,  senators,  we  are  about  to  separate.  I  feel  it 
comes  to  your  hearts  as  it  does  to  mine,  that  when  the  last 
hour  comes,  although  weariness  may  have  fallen  upon  us  at 
times,  we  shall  feel  a  little  sadly  that  we  shall  never  all  meet 
again  in  this  place. 

But  this  I  know,  that  wherever  you  may  go,  wherever  I 
may  go,  kind  feelings  will  follow,  and  warm  afiFection  linger 
in  our  hearts  towards  each  other. 

We  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  serve  our  state  ;  and  it 
has  always  seemed  to  me  that  the  noblest  aspiration  a  man 
can  have,  is  the  desire  to  do  some  good  to  his  state.  At 
least  we  have  tried  to  do  our  duty.  It  may  be  that  we  shall 
never  be  called  upon  again,  but  let  us  look  back  with  fond- 
ness to  the  past,  and  teach  our  children,  the  duty  of  a  Mas- 
sachusetts citizen  is  to  serve  the  dear  old  Commonwealth 
with  faith  and  honor.  I  cannot  conclude  these  wholly  un- 
premeditated remarks,  without  bearing  my  testimony  to  the 
kindness,  courtesy  and  support  I  have  received  from  the 
Clerk  of  this  body.  No  man  can  know  so  well  as  the  Presi- 
dent, how  much  Uie  successful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  office  depends  upon  the  support  of  the  Clerk.  This  has 
always  been  given  to  me  in  the  most  cordial  manner. 

But  is  there  any  one  connected  with  the  State  that  has  not 
acted  faithfully  to  us  ?    I  feel  there  is  not. 

Thanking  you  again,  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  for  the 
compliment  I  have  received,  for  the  kindness  and  warm 
affection  you  have  shown  me,  I  wish  you  every  happiness.

And  whereas^  The  Senate,  with  a  view  to  relieving  the 
two  branches  of  the  Legislature  from  the  embarrassment  of 
a  disagreement  on  this  point,  amended  a  second  appropria- 
tion bill  by  the  insertion  of  the  following  words,  to  wit, 
"  And  there  is  created  a  contingent  fund  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  the  same  to  be 
paid  out  on  the  warrant  of  the  Governor  in  such  sum  or 
sums  as  may  be  ordered  by  each  branch,  such  order  to  be 
ratified  by  the  presiding  officer  thereof," — in  which  amend- 
ment the  House  non-concurred ;

part  of  the  other  branch ;

Sergeant-at-Arms  and  the  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House,  SlSJinSu- 
was  taken  up,  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "  the  private  ciSw"*tii« 
secretary  of  the  Governor,"  and  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  senatoand 
and  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule,  read  a  third  tim^  and    °^' 
amended  in  the  title  by  adding  thereto  the  words,  ^^  and  the 
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private  secretary  of  the  Governor,"  and  passed  to  be  en- 
grossed* 

Sent  down  for  concurrence. 

Came  up  concurred. 

Subsequently,  the  resolve  came  up  engrossed,  and  was 
passed  and  laid  before  the  Governor  for  his  approval. 

An  engrossed  bill  in  addition  to  an  act  making  appropria- 
tions to  meet  certain  expenditures  authorized  the  present 
year,  and  for  other  purposes ;  also 

A  bill  iii  further  addition  to  an  act  making  appropriations 
(which  severally  originated  in  the  House),  passed  to  be  en- 
acted. 

A  resolve  providing  for  contingent  expenses  of  committees 
of  the  Senate  (which  originated  in  the  Senate),  passed,  and 
with  the  above-named  bills,  was  laid  before  the  Governor  for 
his  approval. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  Governor, 
returning  wi*h  certain  objections  thereto,  the  bill  in  relation 
to  alien  passengers  arriving  in  regular  lines  of  communica- 
tion:— 

Executive  Department,  Boston,  > 
May  81,  1871.     5 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Bepre$eniativ€s : 

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  "  the  bill  in  relation 
to  alien  passengers  arriving  in  regular  lines  of  communica- 
tion," and  indicate  my  objections  thereto. 

The  bill,  upon  a  fair  estimate  of  expected  immigration, 
withdraws  from  the  treasury  the  annual  sum  of  from  twenty 
to  thirty  thousand  dollars,  without  reducing  the  fares  of 
emigrants  to  the  ports  of  this  state  or  otherwise  contribut- 
ing to  their  benefit.  The  treasury  can  ill  spare  this  diminu- 
tion of  revenues  without  being  supplied  from  other  sources. 
The  Auditor's  estimate,  in  his  annual  report  of  receipts,  from 
this  source,  was  $30,000,  and  upon  that  basis  the  state  tax 
has  been  laid.  No  provision  has  been  made  to  supply  the 
deficiency  which  the  proposed  change  would  make  during  the 
residue  of  the  year.  The  special  grants  have  also  consider- 
ably exceeded  the  estimates  wliich  determined  the  amoxmt 
of  the  state  tax.  It  may  be  stated  that  the  refunding  Act  of 
last  year  eflFected  a  withdrawal  of  over  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars from  the  treasury,  and  the  withdrawal  efiFected  by  the 
bill  is  in  addition  thereto. 

The  bill  is,  by  its  terms,  partial  and  unequal  in  its  opera- 
tion and  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  regular  lines  of  trans- 
portation without  giving  the  same  advantage  to  other  caiv 
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riers,  landing  more  or  less  passengers  and  entitled  to  equal  AHen  pm- 
privileges.  It  thus  puts  upon  our  laws  an  invidious  and  un-  *"°*^"' 
warrantable  discrimination,  for  which  there  is  no  apparent 
necessity,  and  no  semblance  of  justice.  It  is  difficult  to  see 
why  parties,  not  conducting  regular  lines,  should  be  com- 
pelled to  bear  charges  from  wiiich  the  regular  lines,  gen- 
erally more  able  to  bear  them,  are  to  be  exempted.  The 
regular  lines  are  certainly  an  important  part  of  our  com- 
merce and  deserve  generous  cooperation,  but  public  policy 
does  not  admit  of  according  to  them  peculiar  privileges  and 
subsidies. 

The  bill,  while  it  increases  the  net  profits  of  foreign  trans- 
portation companies  at  a  corresponding  loss  to  the  Common- 
wealth, and  without  involving  any  reduction  in  the  fares  of 
emigrants,  will  greatly  inconvenience  them  on  their  arrival 
at  the  port  of  Boston  by  obstructing  their  debarkation.  In- 
stead of  passing  quickly  from  the  vessel  on  their  way  to  their 
places  of  destination,  considerable  time  must  be  consumed  in 
inquiries  necessary  to  establish  their  identification  in  any 
subsequent  suit  upon  the  general  bond  to  be  given,  thus 
detaining  them,  where  a  steamship  is  well  laden  with  pas- 
sengers, the  better  part  of  a  day  for  an  examination  and 
descriptive  record,  whereas  less  than  two  hours  are  con- 
sumed under  existing  laws.  If  the  state  is  to  be  indemnified 
hereafter  by  a  general  bond  instead  of  a  fund  in  hand,  it 
must  have  upon  record  an  accurate  and  complete  descrip- 
tion ;  and  experience  has  shown  that  it  cannot  rely  for  this 
upon  the  schedule  furnished  by  the  companies,  but  must  sup- 
plement tlieir  statement  with  inquiries  and  records  of  its 
own.  For  this  delay  of  the  emigrants  they  are  not  compen- 
sated or  relieved  by  any  reduction  of  fares  or  other  advan- 
tage. Their  fares  are  based  by  a  combination  of  transporta- 
tion companies  upon  the  cost  of  bringing  them  to  New  York, 
including,  with  other  items,  the  head-money  paid  at  that 
port ;  and  their  fares  to  the  port  of  Boston  are  made  the 
same,  even  though  a  shorter  distance  is  traversed.  The, 
companies  do  not  propose,  in  consideration  of  the  exemption 
asked  for,  to  charge  them  less  for  a  passage  to  Boston  than 
to  New  York  or  to  repay  them  a  like  amount  on  their  arrival 
at  this  port.  The  Act  of  the  last  session,  refunding  the  head- 
money  to  the  carriers  in  the  case  of  alien  passengers  leaving 
the  State  within  forty-eight  hours,  effected  no  comparative 
reduction  of  fares  in  favor  of  Boston,  or  any  reduction  at  all, 
or  any  repayment  of  the  refunded  amount  to  the  emigrant 
himself.  The  result  is,  that  while  the  head-money  continues 
to  be  collected  at  New  York,  the  emigrant  will  pay  it  as  a 
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Alien  pM-  part  of  his  passage  money  to  this  port,  equal  fare  being 
•engm.  charged  to  both  ports,  and  will,  if  the  bill  becomes  a  law,  be 
subjected,  together  with  perhaps  the  additional  charge  of  an 
inspection  fee,  to  the  further  discomforts  and  delays  of  a  par^ 
ticular  examination  and  record  from  which  at  the  ports  of 
this  state  he  has  hitherto  been  happily  exempt. 

The  bill  substitutes  for  the  present  method  of  securing  the 
Commonwealth,  one  more  uncertain  and  expensive.  A  fund 
is  provided  by  the  existing  law  from  which  the  expense  of 
supporting  emigrants  who  become  public  charges  is  paid ;  but 
the  bill  remits  the  Commonwealth  solely,  where  the  carrier 
elects  to  give  it,  to  a  suit  upon  a  bond,  the  enforcement  of 
which  is  likely  to  involve  litigation,  more  or  less  prolonged, 
with  difficult  questions  of  identification,  and  this  against 
sureties  who  are  not  required  to  be  residents  of  the  Comr 
monwealth.  It  has  not  been  found  heretofore  that  such 
bonds  provide  any  substantial  security,  and  our  own  experi- 
ence is  confirmed  by  that  of  other  states. 

The  bill  gives  the  power,  without  restriction,  to  the  own- 
ers of  the  steamships  and  other  vessels  belonging  to  the 
regular  lines,  or  their  authorized  agent,  to  terminate  their 
liability  for  the  subsequent  expenses  of  an  alien  passenger, 
incurred  after  notice,  who  has  become  a  public  charge,  by 
conveying  him  at  their  own  expense  to  the  port  from  which 
they  brought  him.  Though  he  may  have  lived  among  us 
many  years  and  all  his  kindred  may  be  resident  here,  the 
owners  cannot  be  required  to  pay  the  expense  of  his  support 
here  if  they  choose  otherwise ;  and  they  have  impliedly  the 
power  to  transport  him  beyond  the  seas,  even  though  every 
consideration  of  humanity  forbids  his  removal.  If  a  qualified 
power  of  removal  may  be  properly  intrusted  to  certain  public 
officers  acting  under  a  sense  of  official  responsibility,  an  un- 
restricted power,  of  a  kind  liable  to  great  abuse,  ought  not 
to  be  extended  to  private  parties  who  have  no  such  respon- 
sibility and  are  resident  abroad. 

'  The  specific  objections  to  the  bill  are  not  likely  to  be  com- 
pensated by  any  general  benefit  to  the  community.  There  is 
no  reasonable  prospect  that  it  will  attract  immigration  to  the 
country  or  divert  it  from  the  ports  of  other  states  to  our 
own.  The  refunding  Act,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
legislature,  was  expected  by  its  promoters  to  increase  the 
numbers  arriving  at  this  port ;  but  during  the  twelve  montlis 
of  its  operation  they  have  been  less  by  over  four  thousand 
than  during  the  corresponding  period  preceding  its  enact- 
ment. Nor  can  this  decrease  be  accounted  for  by  the  war 
between  France  and  Germany ;  for  during  the  operation  of 
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the  refunding  Act  the  emigration  from  the  Continent  of  AH«n^ 
Europe  has  but  slightly  decreased,  while  the  main  decrease  "*"***"* 
has  been  in  the  arrivals  from  Great  Britain  and  her  North 
American  Provinces,  which  were  unaflFected  by  the  war.  The 
refunding  provision,  which  was  first  enacted  in  1853  and 
then  repealed  in  1865,  had  likewise  no  eflFect  in  that  first 
period  of  its  operation  in  increasing  immigration,  as  appears 
by  the  official  statistics,  and  was  therefore  repealed.  If  the 
modification  last  year  of  the  then  existing  system  did  not 
have  the  promised  effect,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
further  legislation  in  the  same  direction  will  realize  the 
expected  advantage.  Immigration  does  not  appear  to  be 
determined  by  such  provisions,  but  by  the  higher  considera- 
tions which  make  a  permanent  residence  in  one  country  more 
desirable  than  in  another. 

It  is  claimed  for  the  bill  that  it  will  promote  the  commerce 
of  Boston.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  it  can  produce  this  re- 
sult to  any  appreciable  extent.  The  most  that  it  can  do  is 
to  distribute  among  the  different  carriers  the  amount  of 
head-money  to  be  remitted.  This  is  too  small  an  item  in  the 
aggregate  of  receipts  to  attract  vessels  or  lines  of  transporta- 
tion to  this  port  which  would  not  otherwise  make  it  their 
terminus,  particularly  where  the  company  lades  with  freight 
as  well  as  passengers,  and  makes  the  port  of  New  York  a 
terminus  as  well  as  this.  When  the  refunding  Act  of  the 
last  session  was  passed,  the  assurance  was  given  that  the 
measure  would  keep  the  Inman  line  at  this  port ;  but  it  was 
discontinued  before  the  close  of  the  year  for  want,  it  is  under- 
stood, ftf  sufficient  patronage  in  the  way  of  freight.  During 
the  discussions  which  followed  the  withdrawal  of  the  Cunard 
line  in  1867  and  the  public-spirited  efforts  of  our  merchants 
at  a  later  date  to  establish  an  American  line  of  steamships 
running  between  the  ports  of  Boston  and  Liverpool,  it  was 
not  suggested  that  the  head-money  interfered  with  our  mer- 
cantile interests,  but  the  want  of  adequate  freight  was  the 
controlling  consideration  urged.  If  there  had  been  any  sub- 
stantial interference  of  the  head-money  with  the  desired 
object,  it  would  not  have  been  likely  to  have  escaped  the 
attention  of  the  parties  interested  or  of  the  public  generally. 
It  should  be  the  pride  and  duty  of  the  state  to  encourage 
and  protect,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  commerce  of  our  first  city, 
but  the  pending  bill  does  not  appear  to  have  any  direct  relar 
tion  to  it. 

The  present  laws  in  relation  to  alien  passengers  are,  in 
their  essential  features,  of  long  standing  in  this  Common- 
wealth.   Twenty  years  ago,  after  a  decision  of  the  supreme 
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Allen  pas-  court  of  the  United  States,  they  .were  put  substantially  in 
sengen.  ^j^^^^  present  sliape.  They  have  been  approved  by  able  law- 
yers, and  have  passed  unquestioned  in  our  courts,  state  and 
national ;  and  tliose  courts  are  still  open  to  all  suitors  who 
desire  to  contest  them.  By  the  Acts  of  1852  and  18/4  the 
sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  is  reserved  from  the  fund  derived 
from  this  source  to  constitute  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  scrip  issued  for  the  building  and  furnishing  of  the 
state  almshouses  Other  seaboard  states  have  similar  legis- 
lation. While  the  law  of  this  state  allows  the  bond  to  be 
commuted  by  the  payment  of  two  dollars,  that  of  the  state 
of  New  York  has  required  two  dollars  and  a  half.  The 
state  of  New  York,  which  has  no  refunding  provision,  has 
recently  reduced  the  commutation  charge  to  a  dollar  and 
fifty  cents ;  while  our  own,  by  the  operation  of  the  refunding 
Act,  has  been  practically  reduced  on  an  average  to  one  dol- 
lar for  each  European  passenger.  Bills  presented  in  Con- 
gress with  the  view  of  uniform  legislation  have  proposed 
similar  charges. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  law  as  it  stands,  requiring  of  the 
company  either  a  bond  or  the  commutation  money  on  account 
of  all  passengers,  is  unjust  to  emigrants,  inasmuch  as  the 
money  is  often  paid  on  account  of  such  as  never  prove  a  pub- 
lic charge.  But  the  inequality  suggested  is  rather  fancied 
than  real.  A  bond  or  the  money  instead  is  required  on  ac^ 
count  of  all,  because  it  cannot  be  determined  in  advance  who 
may  become  paupers.  They  can  all  rely  upon  public  pro- 
vision in  case  of  need,  just  as  all  passengers  paying  equal 
fare  may,  whether  falling  sick  or  not,  rely  during  the  voyage 
on  the  surgeon's  care  and  medical  supplies  of  the  ship.  The 
system  does  not  appear  to  be  in  this  respect  unequal  or  ex- 
ceptional. As  far  as  known,  the  emigrants  themselves  have 
not  complained  of  it  or  asked  for  its  discontinuance.  And 
I  shall  be  slow  to  believe  that  our  Commonwealth  has,  during 
a  great  part  of  her  history,  been  practising  systematic  injus- 
tice on  persons  of  foreign  nativity,  who  have  sought  her 
jurisdiction  in  order  to  better  their  condition  and  to  enjoy 
the  blessings  of  liberty,  I  am  unable  to  find  that  such  in- 
justice has  been  visited  upon  emigrants,  who  have  ever  met 
with  a  generous  welcome  from  us,  who  have  found  abundant 
relief  in  our  private  as  well  as  public  charities,  and  who,  in 
consequence  of  the  unequal  laws  and  unjust  social  arrange- 
ments of  the  countries  of  their  birth,  have  required,  without 
fault  of  their  own,  a  much  larger  proportion  of  aid  than 
others  of  our  citizens.  The  laws  concerning  alien  passengers 
may  from  time  to  time  need  revision,  but  I  am  constrained 
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to  regard  the  present  bill  as  injuriously  affecting  the  finances 
ajid  security  of  the  state  without  realizing  a  beneficent 
change  in  favor  of  the  emigrant  himself.

Soon  after,  the  Secretary  came  in  with  a  message  from  the 
Governor,  informing  the  Senate  that  he  had  during  the 
present  session,  signed  899  Bills  and  95  Resolves,  and  further, 
that  he  congratulated  the  members  of  the  Senate  upon  their 
faithfulness  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them  and  their  expedition  in  bringing  their  labors  to  a  close. 

The  Secretary  further  informed  the  Senate  that  in  accord- 
ance with  the  request  of  the  (General  Court,  it  was  his 
pleasure,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
to  prorogue  them  to  the  first  Tuesday  next  preceding  the 
first  Wednesday  in  January  next. 

And  the  General  Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

Of  live  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  President, 

Rule  1.  (1.)  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day 
at  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  shall  call 
the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall 
proceed  to  business. 

Rule  2.  (2,  4.)  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  may 
speak  to  points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members,  and 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeaL  He 
shall  rise  to  put  a  question  or  to  address  the  Senate,  but  may 
read  sitting. 

Rule  3.  (3.)  He  shall  declare  all  votes ;  but,  if  any  mem- 
ber rises  to  doubt  a  vote,  the  President  shall  order  a  return  of 
the  number  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  in  the  negative,  with- 
out further  debate.

Every  member  presenting  a  Petition, 
Memorial,  or  Remonstrance,  shall  indorse  his  name  thereon, 
and,  in  the  filing  thereof,  state  briefly  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  instrument,  and  the  reading  of  the  same  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  unless  specially  ordered  by  the  Senate.

the  time  when  it  is  made.

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Rule  19.  (34.)  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propo- 
sitions, capable  of  division,  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired 
by  any  member.

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Senate 
without  leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

Rule  23.  (7,  32.)  Whenever  a  question  shall  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  names  of  all  the  mem- 
bers, except  the  President,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  every 
member  present  shall  answer  to  his  name,  unless  excused  before 
the  vote  is  taken ;  and  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote 
after  the  decision  is  announced  from  the  chair.

be  made  to  the  branch  which  shall  have  ordered  such  recom- 
mitment. 

Rtjlb  5.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
Houses,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective  Clerks, 
except  billsjimd  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  may  be 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  House  may  direct. 

Rule  6.  After  bills  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  to  be  en- 
grossed, they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two

The  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  a  bill  originated, 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  House 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively. 

Afler  said  bills  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  to  be  enacted, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  Journal  of  the  Senate 
the  day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor.

In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot,  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  prevous  to  such  tlection. 

RuLB  15.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members. on  the  part  of  each  House,  representing  its  vote;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  Committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected ;  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  Committee  of  Conference. 

RuLB  16.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals 
or  private  or  municipal  corporations,  or  the  Commonwealth, 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Legislature  by  any  Committee,  unless 
it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee 
that  notice  had  been  given  in  the  manner  provided  by  law ;  or, 
unless  such  notice  as  the  Committee  shall  direct  shall  have  been 
given  and  proper  proof  of  the  same  placed  before  the  Committee ; 
or,  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  no  notice  to  the 
parties  or  the  public  is  necessary. 

RuLB  17.  All  petitions,  memorials  and  applications  embraced 
in  the  provision!^  of  chapter  2  of  the  General  Statutes  and  chap- 
ter 91  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1862,  which  shall  be  presented 
after  the  expiration  of  forty  days  from  the  commencement  of 
the  session,  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  Gteneral  Court.  This 
Rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended  or  suspended,  except  by 
a  concurrent  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  each  House 
present  and  voting  thereon. 

RuLB  18.  The  Committee  on  Printing  shall  act  as  a  Joint 
Committee  in  cases  requiring  joint  action;  and  as  such  may 
make  regulations  for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed 
or  assigned  for  the  use  of  the  legislature,  not  otherwise  disposed 
o1^  such  regulations  to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  two  branches.  ^ 
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Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  eight  hundred,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Governor's  Inaugural  Address,  of  which  three 
thousand  copies  may  be  printed  without  special  order.  Either 
branch,  by  special  order,  may  direct  a  larger  number  than  eight 
hundred  copies  to  be  printed,  which  order  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Printing,  who  may  report  thereon  at  any  time 
when  the  Orders  of  the  Day  are  not  under  consideration. 

Leave  to  report  in  print,  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

No  binding  or  engraving  shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the 
report  of  th§  Joint  Committee  on  Printing,  accepted  by  the 
legislature. 

Bills,  reports  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  House,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Sei^ate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant^t-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member) ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  executive ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  Office;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library;  and 
when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies 
shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.  The 
Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies  and  distribute 
the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
said  Joint  Conmiittee«
